Be prepared to protect 
tender plants against a 
sudden severe cold snap, 
cautions Jam es R. Risinger, 
Collin County Agricultural 
Agent, as part of his January 
garden checklist. “Provide 
adequate m oisture 
if 
a 
severe freeze is predicted 
and cover tender plants with 
cardboard boxes, newspaper 
or plastic sheets,” he urged. 
“ If a plastic sheet is used, 
remove before bright sun 
hits it. 
Other items or “chores” 
include:

Pruning not only trims 
back unwanted growth but 
can generate new growth to 
a tree damaged by ice, says 
James R. Risinger, Collin 
County Agent with the Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension

A valuable shade tree can 
be saved and begin new 
growth with 
little or no 
dam age visible if it 
is 
carefully pruned. A tree that 
has been damaged by ice 
should be pruned at the base 
of 
the 
limb 
that 
was 
damaged No stubs should 
remain exposed. 
Sometimes 
the 
damage 
may be severe enough to 
require that 
a 
tree be 
trimmed back to the main 
trunk or main branch. In this 
case the wound should be 
painted with a dressing that 
can be obtained at any good 
nursery or garden center. 
Orange shellac serves as a 


good 
tem porary 
tree 
dressing if one is not readily 
available A proper wound 
dressing should be applied to 
the damaged tree within six 
weeks 
Sucker growth can become 
a problem to the severely 
damaged tree if it is not 
continually 
pruned 
and 
cared for This process may 
take a few years but it will 
prolong the tree s life 


Often the bark of a tree 
may be tom from the side of 
the main trunk or branch 
when a limb breaks This 
bare 
section 
should 
be 
smoothed out with a knife or 
chisel and then coated with 
the tree wound dressing, 
points out Risinger

If Colin Stone Has His Way

T here’s a horde of gnomes 
heading your way, and the 
only way to stop the invasion 
is to halt a whirlwind nam ed 
Colin Stone. 
“ I want to blanket the 
world with gnom es,” Stone 
said in an office cram m ed 
with them . He’ll do it, too 
Stone is a round, brown- 
bearded teddy bear who has 
a rem arkable history for a 
man of 27. It is a background 
which lends weight to his 
prom ise to m ake his seven 
g nom es 
“ as 
fam ous as 
Donald D uck.” 
He kicked off a globe- 
girdling gnome drive the 
other day with an illustrated 
children’s book of Stone’s 
verses called “ The Legend 
of the G nom es.” He sold 
25,000 copies the first day. 
A 12-track LP record of 
gnome m usic followed. Stone 
danced around his office to 
its rock beat, singing ajpjig 
with “ Gnomes NeVfcf Taflte a 
H oliday” 
and "G n o m e s 
Know the W ay.” 
“ And 
th e re ’s 
th e 
TV 
series,” he said when he 


settled down, “ and gnome 
lam ps and gnome tee shirts, 
and gam es and toys and 
build-it-yourself gnomeland 
kits — everything The whole 
spectrum . 
“ I’ve got five factories in 
Hong Kong gnoming aw ay at 
this m om ent.” 
For Stone, it’s the second 
tim e around. 
Once before Colin Stone 
was 
gnome 
king 
of 
the 
western world, a 19-year-old 
m illio n a ire who m arch ed 
w hole legions of p la stic 
garden gnom es out of fac­ 
tories in the United States 
and Britain and Hong Kong 
“ I s ta rte d in business 
when I was 15 w'ith 84 pounds 
(now $135) in capital,” he 
said. “ I was a m illionaire at 
19.” 
Then he was a prototype 
transatlantic whiz kid, given 
lunch at the White House by 
both Lyndon Johnson and 
Richard Nixon, an industry 
aw ard w inner at home, boss 
of a gnom e-m ade em pire of 
48 
co m p an ie s 
m aking 
ev e ry th in g 
from 
p la stic 
pools to lush condominiums. 
And at 22 he was bankrupt. 


“ I lost it,” he said simply 
“ It was my own fault. I 
believed my own publicity, 
and I believed in m y fellow 
hum an beings. 
“ But I lived through it — 
although bankruptcy in this 
country is a soul destroying 
thing. I paid my debts in 
three years, and I crawled 
back.” 
Now he runs nine com ­ 
panies from 
his 
“ Gnome 
Office” headquarters near 
posh 
Berkeley Square, 
a 
b u r g e o n in g 
f i n a n c i a l 
complex put together in a 
year 
During that year Stone has 
concocted 
an 
e n tire 
mythology to go with his 
seven gnomes, 
whom 
he 
in sisted upon in tro d u cin g 
one by one. 
“ There’s G astrognom as — 
he looks after the world’s 
food,’’ 
he 
said. 
“ And 
Nostrognomas, the m ystic 
who sees things and knows 
things. 
“ And th ere’s Ludvig, one 
of my favorites, known to his 
friends as Metrognome. 
“ H e’s a m u sician . 
He 
plays 
th e 
M ighty 


Gnomelitzer, and if you’re 
walking down the street and 
you see somebody very glum 
suddenly break into a sm ile, 
you know he’s heard the 
Gnomelitzer playing." 
Stone, 
who 
only 
h alf 
jokingly say s h e’s p a rt 
gnome himself, sees gnomes 
as sm all bearded creatures 
like 
g rotesque 
h um ans 
w ithout ears. 
Already he has sold a 
television series of anim ated
